'SA,  The  method  of  protection  commonly  in  use  is  to  give 

each  child  two  iromunising  injections  at  the  ago  of  one  year  ri 
third  reinf  orcing  injection  early  in  school  life.  The 
reinforcing  injection  is  most ' important  to  ensure  protection 
during  the  early  school  years,  and  3 08  such  injections  wore 
given  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  immunisation  against  diphtheria. 
a prophylactic,  which  combines  immunisation  agains c diphtheric 
with  immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  v/as  taken  into  use, 
and  was  made  available  to  parents  on  ro(5.ucst.  The  combined 
prophylactic  differs  from  the  usual  one,  in  that  initally 
three  injections  are  req.u,ired  instead  of  tv/o.  It  produces  a vox-y 
good  immunity  to  diphtheria  and,  although  its  value  against 
vi/hooping  cough  has  yet  to  be  accurately  assessed,  large  scale 
surveys  are  being  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  there 
is  already  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  it  is  of  undoubted 
value  in  preventing  or  lessoning  the  severity  of  the  disease. 
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As  in  previous  yours ’the  Coucil,  in  conjunction  v/ith 
the  Briclgu’utcr  Borough  Council,  curried  out  u combined  publicity 
cumpaign  to  cncouruge  diphtheria  prophylaxis. 

3,  Tuberculosis 

There  v:.crc  49  cases  of  respiratory  a,nd  5 cases'  of 
non-respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  The 
figure  for  respiratory  eases  is  eleven  more  than  the  previous 
year.  . ■

The  treatment  centre  at  the  Old  Isolation  Hr'Spital 
v/as.  closed  on  the  4th  July,  1948,  when  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board  v;as  dissolved.  As  anticipated,  there  v/as  a sharp 
reduction  in  the  incidence  of  scodoies  during  the  year, 
and  the  fov/  cases  which  case  to  light 'after  the  closure  of 
the  treatment  centre  vJere  deo.lt  v/ith  a.t  their  homes  by 
medi  cal ' prac  tit  ioners,  district  nurses,  or  health  visitors.

Samples  -of  water  have  been  regularly  taken  from 
the  various  sources  of  supply  during  the  year,'  and  generally 
speaking  these  have  been  satisfactory.  E,':c  opt  in  special 
and  isolated  circumstances  the  quantity  of  water  proved 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Hov/ev'er,  supnlios  in  the  parish  of  Over  Stov/oy 
leave  much  to  be  desired,  and  the  Council’' s scheme  f or  the 
provision  of  an  adequate  piped  supply  for  the  area  was  the 
subject  of  a public  enquiry  hold  by  the  Ilinstry  of  Health  in 
Anril.  It  is  anticipated  that  work  on  this  scheme  will 
shortly  commence.

''  SaPiPles' which"  did  not*  give  a satisfactory  result 
were  probably  bohtaminated  by  vegetable  matter  and  except  in 
one  case  no  special  action  v/as  called  for.  The  exception  v/as  the 
Nether  S.|jOv/ey ' supply,  which  in  October  showed  evidence  of 
c on  tarn  inat  i on , the  nature  of  which  v/as  in  doubt,  and ’it  v/as, 
thcr’efore,  recommended  that  chlorination  of  the  water  be 
temporarily  increased..  The  contamination  was  considered 
eventually  to  be  caused  by  a stream  .breaking  its  banks  and 
discharging  into  the  supply. 
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, By  arrangements  with  the-  I)ircGtoi“  -Of ' the  Public 

Health  Laberatory  at  Taunton,  moref rdquent  exomination 
of  the  Council’s  water  supplies  will  bo  carried  out, 
and  bacteriological  examination  of-  all  supplies  will  be 
carried  out  at  least  once  per  month. 

Turing  the  year  a connection  v/as  made  between  uhe 
R.A.P.  main  and  the  Council's  main  at  Hiddlazny ’and  this 
has  greatly  improved  the  supply  to  that  area.  * 

Another  work  undertaken  by  the  Council  has  been 
the  erection  on  the  Bath  Road  of  a booster  station  which 
enables  the  Poldeii  Hills  to  have:  a constant  supply. 

The  Council’s  new  housing  sites  have  .also  been 
' supplied  by  minor  extensions  of  existing  supplies.

..The- -Her th'efn' Group  Scheme  was  being  .nproparod  fer 
su'bmis’sion  to  the  Llinistry.  The  provision' of  main  drainage 
in  this  area  is  a matter  of  extreme  urgency,  particularly 
in  the  V/ost  Huntspill  area-,  v;hero  the  Llinistry.  have  vetoed 
the  Council’s  plans  for  the  erection  of  new  houses,,- bccai. so 
of  unsatisfactory  sov/age  disposal  arrangements.  The  social 
and- psyc.hologiCal  effects  of  this  lack,  of  post  v^^ar  building 
are  of  very  real  importance  and  have  been  repeatedly 
represented  by  the  Council  to  the  Ministry.

The  figure  745  above  refers'  t,o  houses  placed  in 
Catcgory'5  under  the  Rural  Housing  Survey.  It  is  of  course 
probable  that  some  of  those  houses  will  be  re-conditioned, 
thus  reducing  the  num'^^er  of  houses  required. 


The  figure  602  shows  a considerable  decrea-so  on  last  year 
figure,  but  this  is  due  to  the  revision  of  the  waiting  list, 
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by  Vv’high  applicpjits  who  hn,vo  removed  from  the  district  or, 
who  have'fdimd  accommodo-tion  for  themselves,  have  been 
eliminated.  It  is  estimated  that  there  has  been  -an  increase 
of  150  over  the  "live"  applicants  of  last  year.  "

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and,  G-entlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  innual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  Lecember,  1948.  _ . 

Staff . 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  remained 
unchanged  during  the  year,  but  Mr.  R.  J.  Organ  (Junior  Clerk) 
was  called  up  for  Rational  Service  in  May.  Considerable 
difficulty  was  experionccd  in  filling  the  vacancy,  but  eventually 
Mr.  J.  H.  Crowlo  was  a,npointod  in  a temporary  capacity  and 
commenced  duty  on  Rov  ember  8th. 

Complaints  and  Ruisancos. 


The  number  of  complaints  investigated  during  the  year 
was  142.  an  increase  of  3 on  the  previous  year.  In  many  cases 
nuisances  wore  abated  as  a result  of  inf  omal  action  but  it  was 
found  necessary  to  serve  14  Abatement  Roticcs,  a decrease  of  two 
on  1947.!  On  inspection  a number  of  complaints  were  found  to  bo 
not  justified  and  no  action  w'as  taken  in  regard  to  them. 

Of  the  nuisances  found,  119  v/oro  abated  during  the 
year.  Difficulty  v/as  again  experienced  in  getting  work  carried 
out,  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  building  materials  and  in 
some  cases  it  v/as  necessary  to  extend  the  time  limit  set  out  in 
Rotices,  in  order  to  give  owners  of  property  the  fullest 
opportunity  of  abating  the  nuisances.  The  number  of  visits  made 
in  connection  with  nuisances  was  380.  i 

Difficulty  was  again  experienced  during  the  year  owing 
to  the  lack  of  a comprehensive  map  of  sewers  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply. 

A comprehensive  survey  of  existing  water  suuply 
facilities  in  the  Parish  of  Over  Stowev  waps  carried  out  in  April 
and  evidence  as  to  quantity  .and  quality  v;as  submitted  at  the 
Local  Inquiry  into  the  proposed  water  supply  sch  are  for  rhe 
parish. 


A survey  was  also  carried  out  in  the  -parish  of 
Thurloxton  v/ith  a view  to  the  suggested  improvements  in  the 
existing  supply. 

Inspections  v;ere  also  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of 
Hoorlinch,  Spaxton  and  Eiddington  in  regard  to  proposed  extensions 
of  the  water  mains. 


Housing. 

The  number  of  haisos  insuectod  under  the  Housing  A-cts 
was  311.  16  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  habitation 

and  inc.apablo  of  being  rendered  fit  at  reasonable  cost  and 
Demolition  Orders  were  made  by  the  Council  in  9 cases.  In  one 
case  the  Council  accepted  an  undertaking  from  the  owner  to  carry 
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out  v;c  rlis  v/ithin  n stipulated  time,  and  one  undertaking  not  to 
use  a house  for  human  habitation  was  also  accepted.  Nineteen 
houses,  the  subject  of  Nonolition  Orders,  v;ore  demolished 
duri'iig  the  year. 

The  shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials  continued 
during  the  yca,r,  although  there  was  a very  slight  improvement  over 
conditions  in  the  previous  yca.r.  These  factors  together  with  the 
high  cost  of  repa-ir  v;ork  and  low  rents  receivable  by  property 
owners  make  it.  very 'difficult  to  got:evon  the  most  essential 
repairs  carried  out.  In,c  onscqucncc  th  oprogressivc  deterioration 
of  property  goes  on,  and  the  number  of  sub-standard  houses  in  the 
district  is  high.  This  is  shown  by  the  number  of  houses  which 
have  been  placed  in  Category  5 under  the  Rural  Housing  Survey. 

A further  difficulty  is  that  building  licences  for 
reconditioning  work  have  to  bo  counted  against  the  Council's 
licensing  ”cciling”,  as  a result  of  which  the  amount  of  v/ork 
which  can  be  licensed  is  very  small  indeed. 

The  demand  for  Council  houses  is  still  very  groat,  but 
some  of  the  v^orst  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  ro-houvsed  during 
the  year,  and  also  some  of  the  familos  who  have  been  living  under 
insanitary  conditions  for  a considerable  time. 

The  exomination  of  plans  for  work  in  respect  to  existing 
buildings  and  supervision-  of  the  v/ork  whilst  in  progress  wo.s 
transferred  to  the  Engineer  on  1st  July,  19  48.  . Up  to  that  time 

68  plans  -Y/ere  approved"" and  the  workhvas  inspected  in  progress, 

547  visits  being  made  for  this  purpose  and  for  the  inspection  of 
nev7  work  in  respect  to  which  plans  wore  not  required.  14  plans 
v/ere  rejected  by  the  Council  by  reason  of  non-compliance  with  the 
building  byelaws. 

The  work  of  your  Officers  is  s till.. kamp ore d by  the  lack 
of  a modern  code  of  byolow/s. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  continued  during  the  year, 
270  houses  having  been  inspected  and  classified  as  follows :-

Re-i-nspcc'tri'ons"  wer  c'mad'e  “in  tv/enty  one  ca,seSo 
Ov  orcrowding 

Five  new  cases  of  overcrowcl  t ng  were  discovered^  daring 
the  year,  and  eight  cases  wore  abated  by  inforn.al  action-. 

Thirty  four  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
overcrowding. 


A particularly  bad  case  of  overcrowding  has  arisen 
during  the  year  and  remains  unabated.  In  this  case  the  extent 
of  the  overcrowding  amounts  to  one  unit,  but  the  conditions  aro 
such  that  six  persons  have  to  occupy  one  small  bedroom  measuring 
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approximately  olovcn  feet  ty  seven  feet  and  on  the  official 
standard  laid  dov;n  hy  the  Housinp;. Acts  such  a room  is  considered 
to  provide  accommodation  for  one  unit  only.  This  is  an  extreme 
.example  of  the  unsatisfactory  sta.ndard', ^vhich  in  defining 
overcrowding  takes  into  account  the.  .ago  of  occupants.  In  the 
c as 0;-- mentioned  ahovc  there  arc  twins  under  one  year  of  ago  who 
must  be  ignored  in  assessing  the  amount  of  overcrowding,  the 
other  children  aged  four  yca.rs  anl  one  year  arc  equivalent  to 
half  a unit  oa,ch,  so  that  although  six  human  beings  sleep  in 
this  one  small  bedroom,  the  room  itSolf  is  officially  over- 
occupied  to  the  extent  of  two  units,  .and  the  house  to  the  extent 
of  one  unit  only.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  babies  and  young 
children  require  more  rather  than  less  air  space  than  adults  it 
is,  to  be  hoped  that  this  legal  overcrowding  standa.rd  v/ill  be 
revised  at  an  early  do-tc,  so  that  there  shall  bo  no  differentiation 
on  account  of  the  ago  of  occupents.  At  present  all  habitable 
rooms  v/ith  the  exception  of  the  kitchen  or  scullery  have  to  bo 
counted,  and  I feel  that  any  revision  of  this  standard  should 
provide  for  bedrooms  only  to  be  considered  in  assessing 
over crov/ding .'  If  this  were  done  it  would  result  in  a largo 
increase  in  the  number  of  houses  officially  overcrowded,  but 
these  houses  arc  already  overcrowded  from  every  other  point  of  view.

Ice  Cream 


The  number  of  promises  registered  for  the  storage 
and  sale  of  ice  cream  at  the  end  of  the  year  v/as  16,  and  5 
premises  were  also  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.
